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REMARKS 

Claims 8, 15, 18, 21, and 22 are pending and under consideration, Claim 15 is amended 
herein. Support for the amendments to the claims may be found in the claims as originally filed. 

Since the amendments to the claims are being made at the behest of the Examiner, this 
amendment is believed to place the application in condition for allowance, and entry therefore is 
respectfully requested. In the alternative, entry of this amendment is requested as placing the 
application in better condition for appeal by, at least, reducing the number of issues outstanding. 
Further reconsideration is requested based on the foregoing amendment and the following 
remarks.
